It's the last lap for the 
ADHOC committee in determin¬ 
ing if the ambulance service will 
go municipal or privatized for 
the new year. 

CAO for the Town of Dids¬ 
bury, Evan Parliament, says 
last week's meeting was very 
informative and there was "lots 
of discussion." 

"We're still rendering. We had 


a lengthy meeting with a lot of 
good discussions," said Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The past few weeks the 
ADHOC committee was looking 
at both municipal and priva¬ 
tized systems for the County of 
Mountain View and then they 
were to recommend one for the 
new year. 

Parliament said that what¬ 


ever the decision may be, pa¬ 
tient care will be the number 
one focal point. 

That means the ambulance 
service will definitely go from 
operating on a basic life support 
level to an advanced life support 
level. 

The ALS system will require 
that a paramedic be on stafT at 
all times, which will certainly 


cost more, but is well worth it, 
according to Parliament. 

Parliament says that being 
the only BLS system between 
Calgary and Edmonton is not 
good enough anymore. 

"We're definitely looking at an 
advanced life support system. 
That's been agreed upon by all 
members. We definitely want 
someone here in place by Janu- 


Parliament said that they are 
just putting the finishing 
touches on it and they are go¬ 
ing to recommend it to each 
council soon. 

"We're getting very close," 
said Parliament. 

"If they agree with the direc¬ 
tion we're proposing then it'll 
be official in a couple of weeks." 
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New gym hoping to Action for health funding

Sundre Man aquitted in drunk driving case 

...and other court notes 


A technical error allowed a 
Sundre man to escape without 
any fines in a case of impaired 
operation. 

Cst. Tina Doughty, of the 
Sundre RCMP detachment, for¬ 
got to serve the accused his 
certificate of analysis papers 
from his breathalyzer tests 
"within a reasonable amount 
of time." 

On October 24, 1999 Cst. 
Doughty stopped the accused 
at approximately 2:30 a.m. in 
Sundre after his odd behav¬ 
iour led Cst. Doughty to be¬ 
lieve he had been drinking. 

Court heard that the ac¬ 
cused was spotted coming out 
of a local bar twice when he 
quickly returned inside after 
spotting a police cruiser across 
the parking lot watching the 
patrons. 

Cst. Doughty told the court 
that when the accused came 
out for the final time and went 
to his truck, he was stagger¬ 
ing and had trouble unlocking 
his door. The accused then 
backed up half way and drove 
out of the parking lot going 
over a sidewalk. 

Cst. Doughty put her lights 
on to signal the accused over, 
but he instead accelerated for 
a couple of blocks before being 


led to the shoulder by a sec¬ 
ond officer. 

Cst. Doughty said she noted 
a strong odour of liquor on 
his breath and arrested him 
for impaired operation. The 
accused was placed in the tel¬ 
ephone room of the detach¬ 
ment because he had earlier 
told police that he needed to 
call a lawyer. 

However, he kept asking 
Cst. Doughty and an auxil¬ 
iary constable why he was in 
there. He proceeded to give 
the auxiliary constable a hard 
time and Cst. Doughty then 
read him a secondary caution 
for that. 

Although the accused did 
blow over the legal limit of 
80% mg twice, Judge Davies 
could not fine him because 
Cst. Doughty had accidentally 
forgot to serve him with his 
certificate of analysis. 

She said she intended to 
give it to him a couple days 
later when he returned to the 
detachment because he was 
too impaired to receive them 
the night of the charges. She 
then filed them away and for¬ 
got to do so during the appro¬ 
priate time. 

The accused was acquitted 
of all charges. 


Olds man jailed for steal¬ 
ing trucks 

A 25-year-old Olds man was 
convicted of theft of an auto 
over $5,000 and taking an auto 
without owner's consent last 
week at Didsbury provincial 
court. 

Mark Mabbott pleaded 
guilty to the two charges in 
front of Judge Davies. 
Mabbott, who was held in cus¬ 
tody, declined to talk to duty 
council or hire a lawyer for 
the charges. 

Crown Prosecutor Shirley 
Jackson told the court that on 
July 30, 2000 in Olds the vic¬ 
tim was at a local bar when 
she met three males, includ¬ 
ing Mabbott. 

The group went to the vic¬ 
tim's residence in Olds that 
night, when she noticed a light 
on in the garage and her 2000 
Ford truck missing. 

She and some friends went 
to search for the truck and 
Mabbott for a couple of hours. 
As they returned home, 
Mabbott had just pulled the 
Ford truck into the garage. 
The victim grabbed the ac¬ 
cused and kicked him. 

The next morning the vic¬ 
tim noticed her truck was gone 
again and so were the keys. 


The truck and Mabbott were 
found nine days later in 
Rimbey, where Mabbott lives. 

The accused also stole the 
company truck where he 
works and abandoned that just 
outside of Olds on the same 
weekend. 

Mabbott has a prior convic¬ 
tion on his record when he 
was convicted of stealing a 
truck back in 1995. 

"What is it with you and 
other people's vehicles,” asked 
Judge Davies. "You took her 
truck and simply took it home 
to Rimbey and acted as if it 
were your own, is that the 
case?" 

"Basically," replied Mabbott. 

Judge Davies sentenced 
Mabbott to seven months in 
prison for stealing an auto 
over $5,000 and four months 
in prison for taking an auto 
without owner's consent, to 
be served concurrently. 

Man pleads guilty to 
Drunk Driving 

Travis Gorman was fined 
for driving with a blood alco¬ 
hol limit exceeding 80% mg in 
Didsbury provincial court last 
week. 

Court heard that Gorman, 
20-years-old, was driving on 


the early morning of July 7, 
2000 when police received com¬ 
plaints that a vehicle was 
weaving and speeding on the 
roads. 

The accused turned off on a 
service road just south of 
Highway 2 near Olds and po¬ 
lice saw him weaving onto the 
shoulder and back on to the 
road numerous times. Gorman 
had watery blood shot eyes 
and smelled of liquor. He pro¬ 
vided police with two samples 
to the breathalyzer that read 
110% mg and 100% mg respec¬ 
tively. 

Defence lawyer Brian 
Forestell, told the court that 
Gorman had been to an after 
hours club in Red Deer where 
they do not serve liquor. 
Forestell said it was probably 
more fatigue than anything 
that caused the erratic driv¬ 
ing and blood shot eyes, since 
he had stopped drinking six 
hours prior and had been 
awake for such a long time. 

"I can't emphasize enough 
how fortunate we are all here 
to discuss this case...you were 
an accident looking for a place 
to happen," said Judge Davies. 

He then imposed an $850 
fine witha one-year driving 
prohibition. 


Council wants to disband airport commission 


and other town council notes

Breaking down 

The current Olds/ Didsbury 
Airport Commission may be dis¬ 
banding in the near future. 

At last Wednesday's regular 
meeting of the Didsbury Town 
Council discussion focused on 
problems that the commission 
has been having for quite some 
time. 

Councillor Gordon Quantz, 
who is the chair of the commis¬ 
sion, voiced to council that he is 
wishing to disband the group 
until the October appointments. 

He is hopeful that the CAOs 
of Didsbury and Olds would take 
over operation until the time 
that a new board could be in 
place. 

Evan Parliament, CAO for 


Didsbury, sympathized with 
Quantz. 

"I'm fed up," Parliament said. 

The commission has been 
having some trouble complet¬ 
ing a survey of the operation as 
well as getting a lease in place. 

Councillor Judy Kaupp made 
the following motion in response 
to discussion by council. 

"I move that the Town of 
Didsbury recommend to the 
Town of Olds that the present 
Olds/ Didsbury Airport Com¬ 
mission be disbanded until Oc¬ 
tober 2000 reorganizational 
meeting and further that the 
CAOs of the Town of Didsbury 
and the Town of Olds adminis¬ 
trate as interim managers of 
the Olds/ Didsbury Airport un¬ 
til that time," she said. 

Kaupp also moved that "coun¬

Both motions were carried 
unanimously. 

Councillor Gary Dolha moved 
that "the two members at large 
need to be commended for their 
diligence and efforts." 

Council decided to send let¬ 
ters of recognition to the Dids¬ 
bury members at large. 

Parliament says that a letter 
has been sent to the Town of 
Olds stating their feelings on 
the commission and requesting 
that it be disbanded immedi¬ 
ately. 

"Council feels that the cur¬ 
rent commission is dysfunc¬ 
tional," concluded Parliament. 


Borrowing by-law 

Council has granted first 
reading to By-law 00-12, which 
deals with the Town of Dids¬ 
bury possibly borrowing 
$700,000 from Alberta Treas¬ 
ury Branch to purchase 49 acres 
of land north of town. 

The Town has put an offer on 
the land in hopes of creating a 
new industrial subdivision. This 


money would go towards the 
purchase and servicing of this 
land. 

The offer made to the Town 
by the owner was $9,000/ acre. 
The Town countered at $7,500/ 
acre and is awaiting a decision 
from the owner. 

Parliament says that the ATB 
is not requesting collateral from 
the Town "because of our status 
as a public entity." 

The deadline for the deal is 
Aug. 25 and Parliament expects 
to hear back from the owners 
this week sometime. 


Road closure 

The Didsbury AG Fair and 
Rodeo is set to take place this 
weekend and, as usual, the Ag 
Society is requesting the clo¬ 
sure of the Memorial Complex 
parking lot and the road closure 
of 20th Ave. to 19th St. in front 
of the Complex. 

These closures will be in ef¬ 
fect from 1 p.m. on Aug. 18 to 5 
p.m. on Aug. 20. 

Council granted these clo¬ 
sures. 


Parade route 


As well, the Didsbury Elks 
have requested some road clo¬ 
sures for their parade which is 
being held on Aug. 19 in con¬ 
junction with the fair. 

Effective 9:30 a.m. on Aug. 
19 the following roads will be 
closed for the parade route: 

• 20th St. from 15th Ave. to 
the corner of 20th Ave. 

• 20th Ave. from 20th St. to 
the hospital 

• 15th Ave. west of the rail¬ 
way tracks to 21st St. 

• intersecting streets and 
avenues access to respective 
route access.

Policing costs rise substantially

Policing costs for Alberta are 
on the rise. 

For municipalities under the 
population of 15,000, like Dids¬ 
bury, there is a 100% per capita 
fee per police officer. 

Here in Didsbury, the Town 
picks up 70% of the cost of 
keeping each officer in our de¬ 
tachment, while the provincial 
government pays' the' refnaining 


30%. 

This year, the cost of hous¬ 
ing one police officer in town 
was a total of $91,802. That 
means that the Town of Dids¬ 
bury is responsible for $64,261 
per officer for the year and there 
are four officers that the Town 
has to cover. 

Next year the cost of each 
officer will go up to $95,350, 


making the Town responsible 
for $66,700 for each of the four 
RCMP officers. 

The Didsbury detachment 
houses four urban officers, 
which the Town is responsible 
for, and four rural officers, which 
the County covers the cost for. 

"It’s not cheap," said Town of 
Didsbury CAO Evan Parlu- 
ment.

All she left was a note 
saying to whomever found her 
son to please take him to the 
authorities. 

She went on to say that this will haunt her for the rest 
of her life and that she just wasn't capable of taking care 
of him and all his medical needs. 

Calgary Police say they are not going to lay charges, 
they just want to find her and give her the medical help and 
therapy she needs. 

This leaves some people outraged that she won't be 
facing charges, and others sympathetic towards the obvi¬ 
ously ill woman. 

I don't really know what to think. I mean if she left her 
child and ran away from the problems, then she is in 
desperate need of attention. But she broke the law, and she 
should pay. 

For someone to just leave a young helpless boy sitting 
there and turn around and leave for good, you have to a 
pretty twisted individual. 

What about that kid? What kind of psychological dam¬ 
age is this going to burden him with? The poor kid is still 
asking, "where's mommy." 

I can't even begin to imagine what he's going through. 

The boy, who's name is Abraham, has some medical 
conditions that need to be looked at constantly. He has 
dwarfism and is only two feet tall. Plus he has a very weak 
immune system and thus cannot be inoculated. That 
means he is not able to receive immunity and booster shots 
for preventable diseases. 

For people out there who are feeling like they just can't 
handle their situation anymore, there is help. You don't 
have to succumb to the pressures by running the opposite 
direction. If there are no friends and family that can help, 
there is always Alberta Mental Health and Awareness 
everywhere. 

Someone in there would gladly talk to you. 

For now, let's just hope and pray that the little boy, who 
is temporarily in an emergency foster home, finds a good 
home and leads a happy life. And let's hope they find the 
mother and give her the help she needs. Life is too short 
to throw away.

"Our government is commit¬ 
ted to doing all it can to protect 
vulnerable children. We consider 
child prostitutes to be victims of 
child abuse, and we will do all we 
can to get those children off the 
streets and into safe, positive 
environments," said Premier 
Ralph Klein. "Our government 
will fight for this law as long and 
as hard as it has to." 

"I've met with social workers, 
police, and other street-level pro¬ 
fessionals dealing with child pros¬ 
titution, and we've agreed that 
they will develop an interim plan 
quickly - including beefing up 
resources if necessary — so that 
we can continue to protect chil¬ 
dren as much as possible," said 
Children Services Minister Iris 
Evans. "I will also be advising 
them that until the judicial re¬ 
view is completed, it will be a 
matter of policy that every child 
apprehended be offered legal coun¬ 
sel, be asked to sign consent to be 
detained in a safe house for 72 
hours, and, if the child does not 
consent, be offered the opportu¬ 
nity to argue the apprehension 
before a judge within 72 hours. 
This policy addresses what ap¬ 
pears to be Judge Jordan's pri¬ 


mary concern. 

Justice Minister Dave 
Hancock pointed out that it is 
too early to say whether the act 
will need to be amended. "We're 
studying the judge's decision 
carefully, and we'll determine 
whether the Legis¬ 
lature needs to be 
re-convened to 
amend the act. We 
think the act is a 
good law, but if it 
needs to be 
amended, we will 
not delay doing so."

Heather Forsyth, 
the original spon¬ 
sor of the Protec¬ 
tion of Children Involved in 
Prostitution Act, said she's 
pleased with the government 
approach to the judge's deci¬ 
sion.

County needs to be a 
leader not a follower 

Dear Editor: 

What is progress? Is it the loss of farmland to industry 
or is that a step backwards? 

Mountain View County information on redesignation 
states "the primary use of land in the Mountain View 
County is agricultural in nature. Therefore, the County 
considers the right to farm first and foremost." 

Why is it then the County seems bent on changing its 
direction? In a report determining locations for industrial 
development, nine were determined. This is a report com¬ 
missioned by the County without rate payers knowledge 
that a change was in the wind. The guidelines for this 
report did not include Council's policies that focus on the 
protection of agricultural land. 

These locations are: the intersections of Highway 2 & 

27, Highway 22 & 27 east of Sundre, Highway 2 & 581 and 
Highway 2 & 282; the Olds/Didsbury Airport; Water Val¬ 
ley, McDougal Flats, and the east Didsbury Industrial 
Park. This is a loss of approximately 1400 acres and if 
approved, this loss will continue to grow. Is one near you? 

A change in direction of this magnitude must have 
ratepayers' input. If there is a need, an obvious area of 
focus is tourism. This county abounds with tourism oppor¬ 
tunities all the while leaving our land in tact. 

Industrial areas in the middle of the country do not 
make sense. What type of business would operate away 
from services and effective guidelines and why? Suggest¬ 
ing businesses that supplement the farm or are already 
located on a farm will relocated to a designated industrial 
area is unrealistic and will not materialize. 

What is progress? In today's standards it is saving 
agriculture not destroying it. Disallowing the redesignation 
of the quarter section of land east of Sundre at the T 
intersection of Highways 22 and 27 is an opportunity for 
Mountain View County to set a precedent in the right 
direction. Be a leader, not a follower. Are we the engine of 
the caboose?

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Co-Pilot loves job 
in the Maldives

Flying a nice twin-otter plane 
over the seas to a hot resort 
under the warm sun is a dream 
for all of us. 

But it's not a dream job for 
one Didsbury man - it's his real 
job. 

Terry Way works for Kenn 
Borek flying tourists from the 
mainland to their tropical re¬ 
sorts and back. 

"It's in the Republic of 
Maldives, the mail place is called 
Male'," said Way. "I fly with the 
captain, usually switching off 
flying one leg each." 

Way lives in Male' during his 
term there, which has its ups 
and downs, he says. 

"All accommodations are pro¬ 
vided. It's a very quiet town of 
Muslims. There are two thea¬ 
tres , but they mostly show East 
Indian films. There are quite a 
few restaurants around that are 
very good and some video shops. 
But most of the videos have 
been censored." 

Way says that there are very 
few North American tourists 
there, instead they are mostly 
from Europe and Japan. 

The weather in the Maldives 
is phenomenal - if you like hot 
weather. 

"It's pretty well 26-32 degrees 
day and night year-round," said 
Way. "There are two seasons, 
summer and winter monsoons." 

Way and the other co-pilots 
usually work six months and 
then receive a month off. For 
the captains it's normally three 
months on, one month off. 

The flights are not long ones, 
says Way. The longest flight to 
a resort is only 45 minutes, the 
shortest is three minutes. 

There are at least 50-60 re¬ 
sorts throughout the 200 is¬ 
lands. 

Most of the pilots are Cana¬ 
dian or Australian and few are 
American. 

Way originally worked for 
Air Tindi up in Yellowknife 


where he loaded airplanes for a 
year. 

"That's the way we started 
out," said Way. "The following 
spring we get checked out as an 
air pilot." 

Other destinations for Kenn 
Borek include Inuvik, Iqaluit, 
Resolute and Antarctica. 

Way said he enjoys the 
Maldives flights, but he could 
see himself doing some flying up 
north or in Canada in the near 
future. 

"I like the warmth, it's so 
comfortable," said Way. "It's nice 
to go to work wearing uniform 
shorts and shirt and barefeet." 

Way mentioned that it isn't 
really pricy in the city of Male', 
unless you want something spe¬ 
cial. But it is very expensive on 
the resorts, he said. 

"Male' is actually really 
friendly and safe too," said Way. 
"You could be in the worst back 
alley in the night and nothing 
would happen. They are so nice." 

The resorts are always busy, 
says Way, but some months it 
does slow down a bit. 

"July is usually quiet, and 
September to November as well. 
But August is busy, lots of peo¬ 
ple on holidays then." 

Way received his private fly¬ 
ing license in Ontario in 1984 
when he was with the air ca¬ 
dets. He got his commercial li¬ 
cense in Victoria in 1989. 

Although he still ponders fly¬ 
ing the big commercial planes, 
he says the twin-otters have a 
better market. 

Way has family living in Dids¬ 
bury as well. Rick and Lynn 
Way own Waymore Service and 
sister Deb Buck, with her hus¬ 
band Gary are associated with 
the Canadian Country Music 
Hall of Fame. 

Way just left for another eight 
months in the Maldives and is 
going to be missing the snow 
and cold here in Alberta. 

Must be nice!

Dear Mary Beth, 

Years seem to have past be¬ 
tween Sunday and now. So much 
has happened, it is just as if the 
whole world has turned upside 
down. But I am still alive. 

No one was expecting it. It 
came like a hawk in the night 
scaring all the people in my 
hometown, Plimouth, to death. 
Guns raged, bombs busted and 
children were screaming the 
sudden scream of death. 

I never really realized what 
really was happening until my 
father received a telegram from 
the head chief of the Plimouth 
Police Department. "Please pack 
as many belongings as your 
backs can hold. Evacuate your 
home and find somewhere safe 
to stay. From here it is only told 
to get worse. Save yourselves". 

Been living in a Jewish com¬ 
munity all my life, our area was 
raided first. Father hollered at 
us to grab a change of clothes 
and all our precious valuables. I 
did as he said and ran around 
my house in a fury, scrambling 
for something fast. Frank, and 
father savaged as many tools 


and construction necessities that 
we would need on the journey 
ahead. Mother packed us some 
food, 2 loaves of bread, cheese 
and baked goods to hold us over. 
I was stunned! Nothing like this 
has ever happened to me! You 
immediately crossed my mind 
and I lay there stunned. What 
was happening to your family? 
Was I ever going to see my best 
friend again? 

"Come out here Mary Beth," 
my brother Frank called out, 
"We are to leave in 30 minutes!" 

I had never head him so seri¬ 
ous! He was always the playful, 
kind hearted type who I could 
trust to tell anything to! Hear¬ 
ing him such anger and fear sent 
chills down my spine. 

We left my cold suburban 
house 30 minutes later and set 
out on the streets. People scur¬ 
ried everywhere. Women and 
children, men and wives. I had 
never seen so much madness. 
We had been searching all day 
and we finally found an old aban¬ 
doned shed near nothing more 
but trees. Her we hid out for the 
next 24 hours, living in fear of 


getting caught. My family and I 
had all settled down for a nights 
rest when we heard the sound 
that could send every heart beat¬ 
ing, 10 times its normal rate. 
The sound of horns belonging 
to the Nazis, we had been 
caught. 

They raided our shed, push¬ 
ing us around like a herd of 
animals, caring nothing about 
us or our feelings. 

We were carried into a van 
with cages, I had never felt so 
alone and worthless. I watched 
all the other faces of morn, 
tearing up my heart. How could 
we be treated like this? How 
could we? We were all dumped 
like a herd of animals at the 
camp, a prison camp I had only 
heard about in books. The walls 
were of cement and blood, that 
screamed out nothing but tor¬ 
ture and death. 

I sit here alone, separated 
from all my family and friends 
in a cold, dark cell. Where are 
you Lucy? And will I ever see 
you again?

I still have the Autograph that I had when I was a kid. It's 
quite a nice one, with a hinged wooden cover and leather 
lacing. Inside are the usual banalities, "roses are red etc." My 
sister Maijie probably gave me the album and there are nice 
sentiments from her, and from my Mom and Dad. There are 
some inspirational lines from a couple of my Aunts, and some 
barely legible scrawls from grade 4 schoolmates and kids 1 
met at CGIT Camp. There are best wishes from some old 
School Teachers, notably Bill Blore who always used green 
ink. It's a pretty ordinary Album, no quotations from 
Shakespears, no carefully cut out photos and no original art. 
Last week Marilyn Halvorson lent me two of her Mom's 
Autograph Albums and they have quotations, photos, art, 
humor, good and bad poetry, pathos and drama. They are 
delightful and I have spent hours carefully turning their 
loosening leaves. 

The oldest entry is from December 29, 1927. Mrs. 
Halvorson's maiden name was Irene McConnell and she 
seems to have spent the holiday in Mortlach Sask. "Dear 
Irene, May your joys be as long as the bunny's ear and your 
sorrows as short as it's tail. Sincerely, Susie." By January 
1928 she is back in School. E.C.H.S. Calgary. Grade XI. 
"Dear Irene. Let X be a sweet young lady, Y a handsome 
young man and Z a strict chaperone. Here's hoping yours is 
the (X+Y) -Z. state, sincerely Ada." There is a little photo of 
Ada, bordered in India Ink. She is about 16 and pretty with 
bangs and short wavy hair. She looks bright and funny, I 
wonder what life held for her. 

Irene's friend Rachel has dr-awn a cute little boy carrying 
a basket of holly in his red mittened hand. Unfortunately the 
accompanying verse is so politically incorrect that I can't 
quote it. Her friend Lenore has no verse at all but has drawn 
a lovely rose and gilded it with heavy gold lines that stand 
well above the paper. C Harrison has drawn a brown and gold 
butterfly on a sprig of what may be cherry blossom. Another 
high school friend Eunice Jones, has drawn a lovely little 
silhouette of a girl sitting in a window seat and looking out 
over a moonlit town. "When sometimes alone you are sitting, 
reflecting on the past remember that you have a friend that 
will forever last." There are several really lovely silhouettes, 
a little boy pushing a wheelbarrow full of tulips, kittens, 
sailboats and Ethel Underwood's moonlight crane is very 
oriental. 

Some of the rhymes must have been written in the Ark. In 
what looks like a teachers handwriting. "Here is the oldest 
rhyme of them all, Love many, trust few, and learn to paddle 
your own canoe." There are other ancient ones, "It's hard to 
part from those we love, when our hearts are full of hope, but 
it's harder still to lose the towel when our eyes are full of 
soap." "In the golden chain of friendship, regard me a a link." 
"Remember me early, remember me late, remember me at the 
Golden Gate." "Roses are reds Violets are blue, Honey is sweet 
and so are you." There arc a lot of "forget me not" references. 

Aunt Nell, Uncle Will and Aunt Orpha all have lovely 
handwriting and have written inspirational lines to what is 
obviously a beloved niece, but Aunt Min gets right to the 
point with, "Love me little, Love me long, Love me when I'm 
dead and gone." C.F. Rieley may been a bit of a show off, his 
entry is in French! 

I wonder what happened to Don Oughten? He has drawn 
a cabin nestled in woods, lamplight spills from the windows, 
clouds float past a full moon, a stone wall opens to make way 
for a well worn path. The colors are still warm and lovely. 
Friends Nora and Doris have both drawn poppies, Catherine 
has chosen to do a mountain scene through an opening in the 
forest. 

D.H.B.s rhyme doesn't rhyme, I think he should have 
written, "When you are married, and trouble comes in, hit it 
on the head with a rolling pin." Instead he has, "When you are 
married and trouble comes in, Just take a rolling pin and hit 
it on the head." G.T. suggests "rowing down Life's Valley " I 
think she means "Life's River" but I could be wrong. 

There are lots and lots more, we are barely up to 1929 and 
the books go to 1936.

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QUESTION: Why is it that children are often the 
most obnoxious and irritating on vacations and at 
other times when parents specifically try to please 
them? 

On those special days, you’d think the kids would 
say to themselves, “Wow! Mom and Dad are doing 
something really nice for us, taking us on this great 
vacation. 

We’re going to give them a break and be really good 
kids today.” Isn’t that reasonable? 

DR. DOBSON: Sure it’s reasonable, but children 
just don’t think that way. In fact, many boys and girls 
misbehave even more at these times. 

Why is this? One reason, I think, is because chil¬ 
dren often feel compelled to re-examine the bounda¬ 
ries whenever they think they may have moved. In 
other words, whenever the normal routine changes, 
the tougher kids often push the limits to see if the old 
rules still apply. 

QUESTION: So how can parents preserve their 
own peace of mind and maintain harmony during car 
trips and family holidays? 

DR. DOBSON: Sometimes it helps to redefine the 
boundaries at the beginning of your time together. 
Let the children know exactly what you’re doing and 
what’s expected of them. If they still misbehave, 
respond with good, loving discipline right from the 
start. No parent wants to be an ogre on vacation, but 
it helps to show a little firmness at the outset that can 
make the rest of the time together fun for the entire 
family. 

QUESTION: What does research tell us about the 
personalities of newborns? 

DR. DOBSON: One of the most ambitious studies 
yet conducted took a period of three decades to com¬ 
plete. That investigation is known in professional 
literature as the New York Longitudinal Study. The 
findings from this investigation, led by psychiatrists 
Stella Chess and Alexander Thomas, were reported in 
their excellent book for parents, “Know Your Child.” 
Chess and Thomas found that babies not only differ 
significantly from one another at the moment of 
birth, but those differences tend to be rather persist¬ 
ent throughout childhood. 

Even more interesting, they observed three broad 
categories or patterns of temperament into which the 
majority of children can be classified. 

First they referred to “the difficult child,” who is 
characterized by negative reactions to people, intense 
mood swings, irregular sleep patterns and feeding 
schedules, frequent periods of crying and violent 
tantrums when frustrated. Does that sound familiar? 

I described those individuals many years ago as 
“strong-willed” children. 

The second pattern was called “the easy child,” 
who manifests a positive approach to people, quiet 
adaptability to new situations, regular sleep patterns 
and feeding schedules, and a willingness to accept the 
rules of the game. The authors concluded, “Such a 
youngster is usually a joy to his or her parents, 
pediatrician and teachers.” My term for the easy child 
is “compliant.” 

The third category was called “slow to warm up” or 
“shy.” These youngsters respond negatively to new 
situations and they adapt slowly. However, they are 
less intense than difficult children and tend to have 
regular sleeping and feeding schedules. When they are 
upset or frustrated, they typically withdraw from the 
situation and react mildly, rather than exploding 
with anger and rebellion. 

Not every child fits into one of these categories, of 
course, but approximately 65 percent do. Drs. Chess 
and Thomas also emphasized that babies are fully 
human at birth, being able immediately to relate to 
their parents and learning from their environments. 

I doubt if that news will come as a surprise to most 
mothers, who never believed in the “blank slate” 
theory, anyway. 

It should not be difficult to understand why these 
findings from longitudinal research have been excit¬ 
ing to me. They confirm my own clinical observations, 
not only about the wonderful complexity of human 
beings, but also about the categories of temperament 
identified by Drs. Chess and Thomas.

It's the tribes that settled 
there, Lord. The Suburban¬ 
ites. They started calling your 
flowers "weeds" and went to 
great efforts to kill them and 
replace them with grass." 

Grass? But it's so boring. 
It's not colourful. It doesn't 
attract butterflies, birds and 
bees, only grubs and sod 
worms. It's temperamental 
with temperatures too. Do 
these Suburbanites really want 
all that grass growing there? 

Apparently so, Lord. They 
go to great pains to grow it 
and keep it green. They begin 
each spring by fertilizing grass 
and poisoning any other plant 
that crops up in the lawn. 

The spring rains and cool 
weather probably make grass 
grow really fast. That must 
make the Suburbanites happy. 

Apparently not, Lord. As 
soon as it grows a little they 
cut it - sometimes twice a week. 

They cut it? Do they then 
bale it like hay? 

Not exactly, Lord. Most of 
them rake it up and put it in 
bags.

Have you ever been looking 
for a specific piece of furniture? 
You're wanting something for 
your home that's interesting and 
new ... but not really. 

One local craftsman may have 
the answers, and the furniture, 
that you’re searching for. 

Bill Johnson, owner of Otter 
Lake Studio here in Didsbury, 
has artfully mastered the craft 
of building country furniture. 

His cabinets and shelves are 
all made of new materials but 
have the look of years of wear, a 
style that has become quite popu¬ 
lar these days. 

"You try and make it look as 
natural as possible," he says of 
the worn areas on the furni¬ 
ture. 

Johnson designs all his pieces 
and each are signed and dated. 
He uses wonderful colors, 
unique patterns and even 
punched tin in much of his fur¬ 
niture. 

"They're all one of a kind 
pieces," he said. 

There are a number of steps 
involved in creating such won¬ 


derful pieces of furniture. 

First, Johnson puts on a 
chemical solution to age the 
wood. He uses only brand new 
wood, but wants it to look older. 

Next he starts painting the 
wood, normally using around 
six coats of paint. 

He also uses contrast coats 
under the color he has selected, 
so that the furniture looks as 
though it has been painted a 
number of times. 

When that's complete he sands 
the piece were normal wear 
would take place. 

Once everything is finished, 
he puts on an antiquing glaze. 
He rubs it on and then immedi¬ 
ately rubs it off. It darkens the 
paint and collects in certain ar¬ 
eas on the furniture. 

"This gives it the patina it 
would normally have,” Johnson 
said. 

Johnson started this craft by 
stripping and refinishing furni¬ 
ture years ago. He would re¬ 
store the pieces and then often 
make changes to them. He says 
that this eventually trans¬ 


gressed into his creating his 
own pieces of folksy furniture. 

He says that he is "working 
within the folkart tradition" 
when he designs his furniture, 
much of which is based on tradi¬ 
tional pieces from the past. 

Johnson has always done 
artwork and even won a na¬ 
tional award for a book he illus¬ 
trated. 

"This is just another medium 
for me," he said of his furniture. 

"I've always been doing art. 
The furniture is kind of an ex¬ 
tension of that." 

The name of the business. 
Otter Lake Studio, comes from 
his rearing in Manitoba. His 
grandfather lives on Otter Lake 
there and Johnson named the 
studio after him. 

He is currently selling his 
furniture in two speciality shops 
in Calgary: Ashwoods Fine 
Country Store and Cricklewood 
Interiors.

Being involved with the com¬ 
munity is important for 
Grizzlys’ head coach and gen¬ 
eral manager Brett Cox. 

Before the 2000-2001 Al¬ 
berta Junior hockey league 
opens, Cox intends to have a 
working relationship with the 
Mountain View Colts and the 
Innisfail Blades of the Herit¬ 
age Junior B Hockey League 
as well as with area minor 
hockey associations. 

“In the past, the Grizzlys 
have had a good relationship 
with the Junior B teams and 
the minor hockey associations 
within the area and it is ex¬ 
tremely important I re-estab¬ 
lish these relationships,” said 
Cox, indicating he has talked 
to Colts’ coach Cliff Murphy 
and is planning to contact 
Blades’ coach Jeremy Heistad, 
a former player with the 
Grizzlys. 

According to Cox, Murphy 
is anxious to work closely with 
the Grizzlys this season and is 
willing to affiliate his players 
with the Grizzlys. 

Murphy, a former coach 
with the Grizzlys, is in his 
second season behind the 
bench with the Colts and his 
willingness to develop local 
players fits in with the phi¬ 
losophy being developed by 
Cox. 

Cox has asked Murphy to 
assist in evaluating the play¬ 
ers at the Grizzlys Fall Camp, 
being held from August 19-20, 
2000 at the Olds Sportsplex. 

And Cox is seeking the help 
from other local coaches to 
help with the player evalua¬ 
tion at the fall camp. 

Any local or area coach in¬ 
terested in helping out at this 
year’s fall camp is encouraged 
to contact me,” added Cox, 
noting the more people evalu¬ 
ating the players is better not 
only for the Grizzlys coaching 
staff but, for the players as 
well. 

Murphy’s presence at the 
fall camp will also give him the 
opportunity to scout and in¬ 
vite players, who fail to be 
invited to the Grizzlys’ main 


camp, to the Colts training 
camp being held at the Dids¬ 
bury Memorial Complex at the 
end of September. 

“As far as I can see, working 
with the Junior B teams is a win- 
win situation for the Grizzlys 
and for them,” added Cox. 

The players, who fail to make 
the Grizzlys this year, will have 
the opportunity of playing jun¬ 
ior B hockey with the Colts or 
Blades this season and perhaps 
play with the Grizzlys in future 
years or as an affiliate player 
this year. 

Being involved with the Olds 
Minor Hockey Association is 
also a priority for Cox as he 
plans to assist the local minor 
hockey association by imple¬ 
menting a once a week practice 
for younger players, the Novice 
or Atom aged group. 

At these practices, the entire 
team would be involved by uti¬ 
lizing the whole ice with three 
on three scrimmages being 
played using the width of the 


rink rather then the length of 
the ice surface. 

“By Doing this, the players 
will have an opportunity to play 
with the puck and develop their 
puck handling skills,” said Cox, 
indicating a recent report from 
Hockey Canada authored by 
Dave King and Dave Rennie 
indicates a minor hockey player 
in Canada does not have the 
opportunity to handle the puck 
very often in practice or a game. 

“A player can’t develop his 
puck handling skills when he 
touches it an average of 45 sec¬ 
onds per game,” noted Cox. 

“Developing players by as¬ 
sisting with minor hockey is 
one way the Grizzlys can stay 
involved within the commu¬ 
nity,” noted Cox. 

Before the Fall Camp opens, 
the Grizzlys will be actively in¬ 
volved with the operation of the 
Mountainview Ice School being 
held at the sportsplex from Aug. 
20-25.
